Doings of the 
Legislature 


Sacramento.—Three recent decisions 


of the State Supreme Court and the 
United States Supreme Court, so com- 
pletely upset the system of the taxa- 
tion of corporations in California that 
the Governor very wisely thought 
it necessary to call the attention of 
the legislature. As a result the 7% 


intangible securities tax was repealed, 
as under the decision it nullified the 
tax on National Banks, and if it had 


state banks 


been allowed to stand, 

would have been taxed and National 
banks would have escaped taxation. 
To offset that repeal the state cor- 
poration franchise tax has been in- 


creased from 1.6% to 1.8% which will 
balance the amount raised by the re 
pealed 7% tax in other words the cor 
porations and banks pay as much as 
ever, but pay it under a different tax. 
The Supreme Court of the state decid- 
ed that foreign (not state) corpora- 
tions could not be taxed when doing 
business in this state in excess of the 
tax against state corporations as that 
was a violation of the Fourteenth 
amendment of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. That decision the governor said 
would cause a loss of half a million 
to the state. Hence the change in the 
law suggested by him. The decision 
affecting the National bank tax was 
rendered ‘n the cases of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota which had laws gim- 
ilar to the California laws, taxing 
banks more than intangible property. 
The decision of the U. S. Supreme 
Court relieved the banks of all taxa- 
tion which would mean the loss of 
millions to the State treasury. The 
new statutes do not increase the tax- 
ation of either banks or corporations 
but bring the system in accord with 
the court’s rulings. 


A very important measure for the 
farmers who have cattle is a new law 
which forbids any one except a veteri- 
narian to buy, possess or use, tuber- 
culin. Cattle must. not be imported 
unless their health is certified by a 
veterinarian in the state from which 
they are imported. Tuberculosis erad- 
ication areas «re provided and the 
slaughter of diseased cattle provided 
for under certain regulations. One of 
the most important measures that has 
occupled the attention of the legisla- 
ture is the resolution to appoint a 
commission of ten, including railroad 
experts, engineers and memb rs of 
the legislature, to study during the 
next two years the subject of grade 
crossings of railroads all over the 
state, suggesting the best method of 


eliminating them and the probable 
cost. All that information is to be 
submitted to the legislature at its 


session in 1929, with a view of elim- 


inating all such crossings in this 
state, and forbidding them in the fu- 
ture. 


By a viva voce vote, the senate kill- 
ed the effort of Senator McKinley of 
Los Angeles, to graft on the state 


banking law a duplication of the 
provisions of the national banking 


law, recently passed by congress and 
known as the McFadden bill, under 
which branch banking can only be 
carried on in the city of the parent 
bank, or by the purchase of an exist- 
iag bank. Branch-banking in Califor- 
‘nia, is therefore permitted to the full- 
est extent. 


The voters of the state are to be 
asked at the next general election to 
endorse an issue of bonds for the sum 
of $1,000,000 which is to be used in 
connection with the International] 
Olympic games in Los Angeles in 1932. 
The state gives only $2,000 directly 
(to pay for printing the bonds) but 
it is claimed that not only Los An- 
geles, but the whole state will im- 
mensely benefit by the event occuring 
within its borders. 

The assembly, at the instance of As- 
semblyman Byrne, has adopted a res- 
olution which provides that a com- 
mittee of five members shall be ap- 
pointed to investigate and ascertain 
what newspapers in the state of Cali- 
fornia, if any, are owned, financed or 
subsidized by public utility corpora- 
tions, or are owned, financed or sub- 
tions or by the officials of said cor- 
porations., 

A commission with an appropriation 
of $75,000 is to investigate tax sys- 
tems and recommend such changes in 
the California system as may seem to 
it wise. That is in line with the ex- 
pressed wishes of the governor, who 
pointed out at the beginning of the 
session that the present law had 
reached its limit, and that some new 
pian must be adopted. 

Vhe legislature hag practically re- 
enacted the old civil service law, re- 


pealed and amended in 1925, so that |« 


the civil service will inelude three 
instead of one commissioner. The 
legislature has also created the de- 


partment of social welfare. This de- 
partment will have charge of chari- 
ties and corrections. 

A commission is to be appointed to 
make a thorough study of the Colorado 
Dam proposition, and to endeavor to 
adjust the difficulties with those 
states (Arizona and Utah), which are 
poposing the project. Farmers engaged 
in dairying should familiarize them- 
selves with the new law standardizing 
the business and forbidding all de- 

» ceptive udvertising of dairy products. 
Another law standardizes apples. 
Commission merchants (except grain 
and hay dealers) must take out a li- 
cense and give bond in future for the 
faithful performance of their duties.
